DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Applicant's reply, filed 7/7/201 1, has been received. Current pending claims are 1-8, 10- 
16 and 34-39. Claim 1 is amended. Claims 9, 17-33 and 40-47 are cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 7/7/201 1, have been fully considered. The applicant's 
amendment overcomes the prior art. The previous rejections are withdrawn. Claims 1-8, 10-16 
and 34-39 are in condition for allowance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 10-16 and 34-39 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In regards to claim 1, 
Lemke et al. (US Patent No. 5745043) teaches an indicator panel for a pressure washer having a 
plurality of indicator lights; however, the lights are not based on an operation condition as 
detected by a voltage drop.
